Wilson's Call on Congress 
Will Not Be Long 
Delayed. 


Washington, Feb. 15.—While it 
was indicated that the accumula- 
tion of violations 
of 
American 
rights might lead President Wil- 
son to go before congress at any 
lime, it was stated today that he 
has made no definite plans for 
such a step immediately. 


When he will 
go lipfore con- 
gress, it was said, will depend en- 
tirely upon circumstances. 
The 
opinion grows upon officials, how- 
ever, that such a step would not 
be long deferred, 


Nothing had been heard by the state 
department early today from Germany 
in reply to its inquiry as to the exact 
status of the Americans taken into Gor- 
jnanj on the prize ship Yarrowdale. 


First Since Break. 


The first message to reach the state 
department from American officials in 
Turkey or Bulgaria since the break in 
relations •with Germany was received to- 
day from Ambassador Elkns at Con- 
stantinople, who inquired about the dif- 
ficulties of communication with his gov- 
ernment. 
It bore the date of February 
7 and apparently was delayed at least 
five days longer than is usually the case 
with dispatches from the Turkish cap- 
ital.

Case of the Lyman L. Law. 


Consul Treadway at Rome, has cabled 
a report indicating that the American 
schooner Lyman M. Law was not tor- 
pedoed but was destroyed by a bomb 
placed on board by a submarine. 
Secre- 
tary Lansing had another report which 
said the sliip was sunk by gunfire from 
a submarine. 


Consul Treadway at Rome forwarded 
three dispatches, two ot which he had 
received from the Italian minister of 
marine and one from the British consul 
at Cagliari. 
The latter said that Cap- 
tain McDonough and nine men compris- 
ing the crew had been landed.

Bell of Indianapolis, and Former United 
States Senator Thomas Taggart who, it 
was said., would aid in furnishing bonds 
for the indicted men. 


How many other political workers are 
named in the indictment, if any, is not 
known. 
Five indictments were return- 
ed yesterday naming a total of 166 de- 
fendant.s in Indianapolis, Gary, Frank- 
fort and Evansville, but the number in 
each city was not made public. 


Arrests of the defendants outside ^f 
Indianapolis are not expcctcd to begin 
before next week, it was intimated at 
the marshal's officc. 


Two others who also appeared and 
surrendered were Lee Stringer, a city 
detective, and Dennis E. Bush, f o r m e r 
street commissioners of Indianapolis.

Tlic department's advices made no 
mention ot" American relief workers be- 
ing held prisoners and officials, shared 
tlie view of Herbert C. Hoover, chairman 
of the American commission, that it was 
inij)robable. 


Aroused Some Feeling. 


As to the flag incident, it seemed td 
be regarded by officials as more senti- 
mental, though it aroused some feeling. 
State department officials took the view 
that the German military authorities, 
were acting strictly within their rights.' 
The American minister is accredited t® 
tlie Belgian government, not to Belgium, 
as a geographical unit, and the seat of 
the government id at Havre. Mr. Whit- 
lock remained at Bnissels by permission 
of the German government to take part 
in the relief work and the Americaa 
legation building for all diplomatic pur- 
poses ceased to be a legation. 


Whether Mr. Whitlock will continua 
on in Brussels as one of the four Amer- 
icans permitted there in the administra- 
tion of Belgian relief or whether he will 
be transferred to his official position 
as minister to the Belgian government 
at Havre, has not been decided. 
Doesn't Believe It. 


Reports froia Berne that American 
relief workers in Belgium are held pns- 
oners by the German military authori- 
ties were discredited here today by Her- 
bert C. Hoover, chairman of the Amer- 
ican relief commission. Mr. Hoover said 
he expected no difficulty in the depart- 
ure of the Americans from Belgium into 
Holland and hopes.they all would be out 
within a week. 
At present there ara 
forty-two -Vmericau relief workers in 
Belgium. 


Mr. Hoover was in Washington today 
consulting with state department offi- 
cials on the best way to reconstruct 
the relief

which the

to give up.

Shortly after the grand jury made 
its repoi-t to Judge Anderson, Dennis 
J. Bush, formerly city superintendent 
of streets under Mayor Bell, appeai-ed 
at the office of Mark Storen, United 
States marshal, and asked if the jury 
had made its report. 
He was Inform- 
ed by a deputy marshal that the re- 
port had been made, whereupon Bush 
departed from the marshal's office 
without making further inquiry. 


Calls to See Marshal. 


A short time afterward Charles W. 
Miller, formerly United States attor- 
ney for the district of Indiana, ap- 
peared at 
the 
marshal's 
office and 
asked to see Storen, but the marshal 
was out and Mr. Miller did not see 
him at the time. 


Mr. Miller appeared as counsel for 
Chief of Police Perrot and others who 
were indicted by" the Marion county 
grand jui-y some months ago, and he 
defended Mayor Bell when the latter 
was on trial.

Eeturu of indictments by the federal grand jury at Indianapolis 
Against something like one hundred and fifty leaders and workers 
among the republicans and the democrats in four Indiana cities charg- 
ing violation of the election laws in 1914 and 1916, raises t|ie question 
of the efficacy of the lesson taught as a result of the Teirfi Haute coa- 
victions.

V jjosed to similar crookeduess elsewhere in Indiana? Perhaps pot. The 
" result of the grand jury inquisition just completed would indicate as 
^, much. 


Until arrostfe are made and the cases come to trial it will be im- 
possible to ascertiain the precise character of the new charges ima^e or 
" the foundation of evidence on which they rest. It is 
in a gen- 


eral way that the cases are in many respects simil^ to those at Terre 
• Ifaute, and that tha charges involve politicians of more or less prom- 
inence at Indianapolis, Gary, Evansville and Frankfort. That there 
v> ill be some surprises when the identity of the men and the details of 
the charges are given to the public is hardly to be doubted. In a list 
so large it is more than probable that men of rather high standing and 
"" of at least local prominence will be found to be involved. The ex- 
plosion now being a%vaited has all the earmarks of a genuine political 
- 
sensation that will shake up a good portion of the state.

The federal grand jury has taken time^cnough in its investigation 
« to be thorough. It has been in session a good portion of the time since 
I it? work was begun on November 18 last, and it is believed tli^t the 
1 greater portion o^ts attention has been devoted to an inquiry into the 
2 alleged election crookedness in the four cities named.

Another Chance You 
Shóiüd Never Take 


Dispatches describing the departure of Count voii Berustorff, for- 
mer German ambassador at Washington, from American shores on 
Wednesday afternoon have noted fully' the touching scenes that 
marked it, the expressions of personal goodwill to the diplomat and 
Uis appreciation of the courtesies shown and the friendships formed 
luring the count's eight years of service in "Washington. The diplo- 
mat has been a good sport, as well. Skilled and schooled in the finesse 
of diplomacy, he has occupied a most exacting position during the 
past two and one-half years. Personally very likeable and popular, 
Count von Bernstorff has conducted the delicate affairs of his posi^ 
tion in a manner that, while loyal to his own government, has given 
the minimum of offense to those who differed from it, and it is worth 
H'hile noting, too, that no tangible evidence was ever produced to 
jubstantiate occasional rumors involving supposed over-stepping of 
diplomatic proprieties. It is hardly probable, considering diplomatic 
custom, that Count von Bernstorff will be the man selected by Ger- 
many to return to Washington when international affairs resume their 
normal state, yet it is doubtful if Berlin could send another who 
ivould be so cordially welcomed as he. 


The vigorous campaign that has been waged during the past few 
weeks, largely by citizens of the South side, for a law which will en- 
nble the city to force the opening of Clinton street 'with a separation 
of grades at the tracks of the Pennsylvania and the Wabash rail- 
roads is beginning to bear fruit. The Indiana house has passed the bill 
to that end introduced by Eepresentative Clapp and the measure will 
now go to the senate for action. The South side citizens maintain that 
there is no disposition to occasion hardships or burden for the railroad 
companies by ill-timed insistence on the opening of Clinton street, 
which has been talked for many years. They do contend, however, 
with convincing show of reason, that the power of the city to enforce 
in a ispirit of justice to all concemcd any improvement imperative for 
public good and public safety should be unquestioned.

We began by dumping shells into the 
kaiser's front yard, and kept it np for 
thirty hours. Then our boys went over 
with the bayonet, and took possession. 


From a distance that trench had seem- 
ed a most desirable habitation, but say, 
when we took it over, all enchantment 
faded. 


I never saw such a mess in my life. 
Bunches of twisted hiirbed wire lying 
about, shell holes everywhere, trench all 
mashed in, and bodies! why that ditch 
was full of them!

every one of the al- 
lied ships which are

Paris, Feb. 1.—(CJorrespondence of The 
Associated Press)—Sixty tall Kabyles, 
mountaineers from Eastern Algeria, de- 
scendants from the hardy and redoubt"- 
able race of Berbers, have lent a useful 
hand to the solution of the Paris street 
cleaning problem. 


Garbage boxes that are now set out 
of doors in some quarters as early as 10 
o'clock in the evening, to the damage of 
a great many shins in dimly liglited 
streets, are encountered in other quar- 
ters as late as 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
all on account of the lack of help. Paris 
tlms has been enjoying seventeen hours 
of continuous contemplation 
of 
city 
refuse that is stirred, shaken and over- 
turned in tlie meantime forrags, paper 
and bones. 
The Kabyles ha^-e done so 
well toward remedying this

that 300 more of theui will be utilized 
in the work.

Naval Consulting Board is 
to Take Up Problem 
Shortly. 


New York, Feb. 15.—In an effort to 
increase the efQciency an<I life of guns 
constructed for the United States gov- 
ernment, members of the naval con- 
sulting board will, during the next two 
weeks, meet with the American Insti- 
tute of Mining Engineers for discussion 
of an important phase of this subject. 
The meeting will be in connection with 
the 114th convention of the institute 
to be held in New York during the 
week of February 19 and officers of 
the army and navy, and government 
representatives and other experts will 
be in attendance. 


The special subject to be discussed 
deals with the erision of guns, or the 
hardening of the inner surface of the 
gun tube, a problem which is at pres- 
ent seriously engaging the 
attention 
of many of the countuty's leading sci- 
entists. 
The discussion will be opened 
with a paper by Dr. Henry Fay, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
which 
paper 
was 
prepared 
from 
a 
series of tests of metals made at the 
Watertown arsenal, and which is one 
of the technical papers at the forth- 
coming convention. 


A committee of the navy consulting 
board, headed by Dr. Hudson Maxim, 
will be present at the mining engin- 
eers* session and discuss the subject, 
after which the committee will hold a 
meeting with technical experts in the 
rooms of the American Institute 
of 
Mining Engineers. 


The entire naval consulting 
board 
has been invited to attend the meet- 
ing of the institute and about five hun- 
dred mining engineers from all parts 
of the country will be present.

HEALTH INSURANCE 
URGED IN REPORT 


San Francisco, Feb. 15.—In the first 
state report of its kind ever issued in 
America, the official legislative com- 
mission of California favors legiaUition 
for compulsory health insurance. 
It 
concludes that "through its beneficial 
effect upon two-thirds of the popula- 
tion, health insurance would mean a 
tremendous 
gain 
in 
public 
health. 
Health 
insurance 
of 
wage 
earnei-s 
would mean a tremendous step forward 
in social progress." 


This pioneer report, just out, goes 
extensively into the individual, social 
and industrial conditions that are re- 
sponsible 
for 
the 
rapidly 
growing 
health Insurance movement 
in 
this 
country. 
It finds that the wages of the 
majority of the workers are not suf- 
ficient to protect them f r o m the hazard 
of éickness, and that "loss of earnings 
due to illness reduces more wage earn- 
ing families to destitution than 
any 
other cause." 
And it reaches the "in- 
evitable" conclusion that health insur- 
ance should be established under a uni- 
vei-sal plan wherein the employer, the 
employee and the state become pai'tnrs 
in providing relief to working men and 
women of small means who face dis- 
tress and poverty because of sickness. 


The commission was created by the 
California legislature to inquire into 
the desirability of health insurance as 
a state policy. 
As the result of its in- 
vestigation the commission has unani- 
mously concluded that health insur- 
ance meets a pressing need ; that it pro- 
tects the workers who most need it, 
stimulates better conditions in industry, 
and, by prevfenting destitution and im- 
proving public health, works to the ad- 
vantage of the state. 
To be effective, 
the report Insists, 
health 
insurance 
must be compulsory, and private com- 
panies, operating for profit, must not 
be allowed to participate. 


While the report questions certain 
administrative details suggested'in tho 
standard bill for universal health in- 
surance now before many state legis- 
latures, nevertheless it calls attention 
to the successful experience of i'::ui'o- 
pean countries with health insurnnce 
laws operating under similar provisions 
for 
local 
mutual 
administration 
of 
medical and cash benefits. 
"The most 
important 
and 
progressive 
foreign 
countries," 
the 
report 
states, 
"also 
possess the most comprehensive social 
insurance^system."

Followers of the wrestling game are 
asking themselves "who is this fellow, 
Olin, who made Joe Stecher quit in Massa- 
chusetts?" 


The news that Olin had forced Stecher 
to quit the mat came as a great surprise. 
Stecher has been hailed as the greatest 
wrestler in the world, the only man who 
was capable 
of assuming the 
title of 
American champion at the retirement of 
Frank Gotch. 


His powerful scissors hold had disposed 
of all comers except the elusive Strangler 
Lewis, whom 
he wrestled a, four-hour 
draw in 
Omaha and 
practically every 
wrestler in the country was regarded as 
a "set-up" for the Nebraskan. 


Then came the news that Stecher had 
quit cold In a match with Olin. 
He left 
the ring after Olin had broken his sup- 
posedly unbreakable scissors. 


Olin is a Finn. 
He was born In Hel- 
slngfors and Is 30 years old. 


A tanner by trade, Olin early became 
the most dangerous wrestler among his 
fellows and became so proficient that in 
1912 he was chosen to represent Finland 
In the Olympic games. 


It was at Stockholm that Olin showed 
that he was a true sportsman. The elimi- 
nations had centered down to a three- 
cornerod 
flght 
between 
Olin, 
George 
Saarela, another Finn, and S. M. Jensen, 
a Dane, the latter two being drawn for 
the semi-final 
match, 
the 
winner 
to 
wrestle Olin for the championship. 


The two men wrestled for four hours 
when .Tensen gave up. 
Saarela was so 
exhausted that he would have had no 
chance with Olin, but the match was 
scheduled to 
take place 
immediately. 
When Olin understood his countryman's 
condition he refused to wrestle him and 
lost the match by default. 


Olm wrestled in the Graeco-Roman style 
until he came to America iu 1913. 
For 
four years he 
has been 
studying the 
American catch-as-catch-can style and in 
his American matches has never been de- 
feated. 


Last December he was matched with 
Stecher in Springfield. 
Stecher got hi.s 
scissors hold twice and Olin broke it and 
at one time had Stecher's shoulders on 
the mat momentarily. 


Stecher arose and left the hall and the 


referee gave the match to Olin. 


Olin is now after matches which will 
win him the wrestling championship. 


The strange thing about the Stecher- 
OUn match was that Olin declared the 
scissors hold was not painful. 


He .says the half nelson Stecher uses 
with his scissors is harder to stand than 
the body pressure. 


Other wrestlers who have felt the .scis- 
sors declare that it is too painful to 
resi.st.

W e demand that In adddition to main- 
taining a regular schedule, all cars are 
to be run to the end of the line or c a n y 
a sign showing their destination, that you 
bring before the City Council and cause 
to be enacted a city ordinance prohibiting 
city cars from carrying more passengers 
than the car will seat. 


The Traction 
Company ihave been in 
the practice of turning their cars at Tay- 
lor street or Creighton avenue and com- 
pelling their passengers to take the next 
car that comes along (a violation of Sec. 
1583 of our City Ordinances), and not- 
withstanding t h e fact that each car may 
have 60 or 70 passengers, and crowding 
them all in one car. 
This is done, they 
claim, to make up their schedule. 


This delay and inconvenience pould all 
be avoided by putting on more cars and 
not carrying any more passengers than 
t h e car would seat. 


Under the present conditions, should a 
heavy truck collide with an overcrowded 
car, the passengers would have no chance 
whatever 
to save themselves 
from 
in- 
jury. 
W e might add that one morning 
a coal car, hauling cinders, was so over- 
loaded that its sides bulged out and tore 
the wire guard loose from the car, and 
had it not been for the presence of mind 
of the motorman of the street car, in 
bringing the car to a sudden stop, a good 
many people would be contemplating dam- 
ages against said company today. 
Their 
ambition seems to be to overcrowd every- 
thing. 


Under Section 1599 of City Ordinances, 
interurban cars are required to take on 
passengers irt the city limits and accept 
the regular tickets (6 for 25c), used on 
the city cars. 
However, the law does not 
seem to do much good since the inter- 
urban cars will not stop to take on pas- 
sengers except at certain points. 


We insist 
on the various 
interurban 
companies being notified to respect this 
ordinance and stop at a n y corner passen- 
gers may desire to get on. 
If there is 
no law compelling the interurban cars to 
take on passengers at every ^corner then 
make one.

use them. These rods can be quarter- 
inch iron rods and are laid two to the 
foot each way. 


After re-enforcing rods are in place 
fill with concrete until your depth of 
Ivottom is eicaclly twelve inches from 
tike foundation.

inches, which is ample, and for usual 
purposes three inches would do. 


Place the insSde form or core in po- 
sition and fill to the top with concrete 
and allow to stand In the forms until 
it begins to harden.

Put this on Just like paint and one 
or two good coats.

M M E BOIS AND CIRLS AT HOME ON THE FARM 


Club Work is Proving a Wonderful Stimulus—Its Benefits Are Not Measured 
Alone By the Financial Profits of Members. 


Two hundred and nine thousand one 
hundred and seventy-eight boys and 
girls made application for membership 
in the boys' and girls' club w o ^ as 
organized by the department in. co- 
operation with the State colleges of 
agriculture, during the year 1915, in 
the Northern and Western States, ac- 
cording to reports received by the de- 
partment of agriculture. 


The members partJclpatlns in this 
club work are divided into two classes, 
the profit making, and the nonprofit 
making, according to the nature and 
outlined plans of the work undertaken 
by the members. 
Sewing clube, bread 
clubs, farm and home handicraft clubs 
are called nonprofit making 
because 
the things produced axe not sold, but 
used in the. home for the comftort and 
convenience of the entir© family, while 
the profit-making projects provide for 
a business marketing or selling with a 
view to a net profit on investment as 
a result of the effort of the dub mem- 
ber. 
Ca,nning clubs, poultry 
chibs, 
com 
clubs, 
sugar-beet 
clnbs^ 
and 
others of similar nature are 
profit- 
making clubs. 


One 
hundred 
and 
twenty-seven 
thousand eight hundred and eig^hty- 
two young people who made applica- 
tion for the work actually undertook 
and carried on a paxt or all of it dur- , 
ing the season. 
The balance of those 
enrolling, for lack of land, time, and 
opportunity, were limited to study of 
the subjects and meeting with the club 
groups in their regular meetings, and 
were not hi a position to handle the 
work of the home project. 


The yoimg people engaged tn the 
profit-making work sold their prod- 
ucts at a total value of $509,324.24, i 
thus giving an average of $20.96 for 
each ciub member 
engaged 
in 
the 
work. 
The per capita cost of the club 
work for the past season in the North- 
ern and Western States was 80 cents 
on the total enrollment, while ttie per 


o3{i1ta cost of a » work based upon 
members engaged in profit-making en- 
terprises only was 12.02. 


The redtfts Indicate that the benefits 
of boys' and gtrls' club work can not 
be entirely measured by the results in 
dollars and cents, or n«t profit. 
Ac- 
count must be taken, for example, of 
the influence of the dub 
members' 
work upon parents and nelgrhbors in 
increased crop production, as well as 
in the influence npon the club member 
in not only conserving him for rural 
life but In making him more efficient 
and contented. 


One definite illustration of how the 
club activities influenced adults may 
be shown by the fact that demonstra- 
tions in home canning and exhibits of 
the canning-club work by boys and 
gtrls aroused such interest that 26,534 
adults wrote to the department 
and 
asked for the children's canning in- 
structions for use in their home work. 


State co-operative leaders in charge 
of the work and their assistants se- 
cured 11,478 local people to assist and 
co-operate with them In the conduct

This 
is best used very wet and ''puddled" or 
poured in like wet mud, as then the 
excessive moisture in the concrete will 
aid in compressing the concrete or in- 
creasing the density. 
Again, it will 
shrink when dry from two-sixteenths 
to one-fourth of an Inch and thus en- 
able the forms to be taken 
away 
easier, For the bottom, i. e., up to the 
floor level, you can use a leaner mix- 
tore of about 1, 2. 4. 
This will do 
very wdl for that part of the tank and 
be fully strong eno«gh for the work.

conducted 1,670 canning demonstra- 
tions with a total attendaince of 156, 
5S0 during the canning season. 
'Htrec 
thousand and eight hundred twenty- 
nine fi^d meetings were held. 
One 
group of S,015 adults who requested 
the boys' and gnrls' canning instruc- 
tions canned 275,856 quarts of fruits 
and 270,659 quarts of vegetables. 


The following tells of four brothers' 
successful 
pig-club 
experience—not 
much likelihood of these boys wanting 
to leave the taarm now. 


Four 
brothers near 
Macon, 
Ga., 
joined the ham-and-bacon project of 
the pig cluh. 
This meant raising, fat- 
tening, and slaughtering a grade pig. 
Each brother purchased a pig, and all 


started together in the race to produce 
the best pig most profitably. 


The pigs were weighed at intervals, 
kept free of lice, and fed regularly and 
well, The boys wanted cheap gains, so 
several times a week they drove an 
old mule to town, sold vegetables they 
had raised, and 
b r o o ^ t 
back 
the 
kitchen wastes of the 
townspeople. 
These wastes were cooked and fed to 
the pigs. 
A little bran and com and 
green feed vere fed. 
In the fall the 
pigs were turned into a field planted in 
com and cowpeas. 
As the pigs were 
handled and fed under identical con- 
ditions, the race was always close. 


Calamity overtook one of the bosrs 
In the sixth month. His pig died. The 
others continued to grow. 
They were 
shown at the district show and the 
State fair. 
The race continued to be 
close, with not more than 20 poiuids 
difference in their weights. 


Slaughtering time arrived. The boys 
killed their hogs, which dressed 
803 
pounds. 
They were made up into old- 
fashioned country sausage, souse, lard, 
crackUngs, and fresh cuts of pork. 
The products from the first sold for 
$39.40; from the second for $41.15. 
and from the third for $45.25, making' 
a total of $125.80, 
All the boys made 
a substantial profit, the gaiits being i 
put on the pigs at 2.8 cents, 2.1 cents, 
and 3 cents per pound, respectively. 
The total cost of pigs and feed was 
$45, leaving a net profit of $80.80 on 
the three hogs. 
A neighbor who had 
started to feed his two pigs at the 
same time as the boys did, sold them 
for $43.40. 
By the use of wastes and 
green feed, the boys put gains on their 
hogs at about half the cost of gains 
made under the feeding methods us- 
uaJly practiced In their region. 


Encoui-aged by the results of their 
first pig-feeding enterprise, the boys 
intend purchasing a start toward a 
herd of ptrrebred 
hogs. 
"Riey 
have 
found profits in fe^edrng grade hogs on 
a small scale. 
They are now going to 
raise purebreds on a larger scale. 


A Colorado farm boy has 
under- 
taken to tell parents who wish to keep 
their boys and girls on the farm how- 
to go about the matter. 
Among his 
instructions are the following: 


Give the young people good books, 
magazines and farm papers to read. 


Have some kind of a club for them 
to attend. 


Let them have a party, entertain- 
ment or picnic once in a while. 


Encourage acquaintance with farm 
work by giving them small tracts of 
land for themselves, and by showing 
them how to raise the crops in which 
they are especially interested. 


Encourage riding and driving. Give 
them the use of horses when they are 
not otherwise occupied. 


When they have finished the courses 
of their rural schools, send them to 
the .«state's agricultural schools. 


Take time to teach them the hows 
and whys of farm work. 


RAW PORK IS DANGEROUS 


Many PeriMms'Contract Fatal,,Diseases B j Eathi? the Flesh ot Hogs la 
Some Form, Which Has Not Been Thoroughly Cooked. Certain Kinds 
of Saasage and Tarious Other Foods Prepared From Pork and De- 
signed to Be Eaten Without Cooking, Have Been the Means of Cans- 
ing Serious Illness and Death in a Number of Cases. Pork Sbonrid 
Never Be Eaten Raw. 


Be sure the southwest side of the 
young apple or shade tree is covered 
to protect it^ from stmscald. 
Wire, 
boards, paper' or cwmfodder are good 
materials to use. 


There is always the possibility that 
illness may follow the eating of pork 
that is raw or not thoroughly cooked. 
The danger is greatest at this season 
of the year when many people prepare 
for home consumption various food 
products that are customarily eaten 
without cooking. More of these home- 
made products are prepared at hog- 
killing time on the farm than at any 
other time. 


American people as a rule prefer 
cooked pork, but there are many who, 
perhaps unknowingly, consume pork 
in an uncooked condition, either in the 
form of raw ham or uncooked sau- 
sages. 
In many localities considerable 
amounts of these products are made 
up and consumed at home, or dis- 
tributed throughout the neighborhood. 
Large quantities of pork products in- 
tended to be eaten raw are also pre- 
pared commercially. 


Why Raw Pork Causes Illness. 


The disease known as 
trichinosis, 
which may result from eating raw 
pork, 
is 
caused 
by 
certain 
round 
worms, called trichinae. 
These 
are 
microscopic in size and infest the flesh 
of hogs. 
The prevalence of trichinae 
in hogs is indicated by the fact that 
during nine years, 
189S-1906, 
when 
the carcasses of hogs were inspected 
microscopiclaly by Federal inspectors, 
of 8,000,000 carcasses 
so 
inspected. 
1.41 per cent contained living trichinae 
and 1.16 per cent contained tjichina- 
like bodies or disintegrating trichinae. 
In other words and in round numbers, 
trichinae were present in 1 out of 71 
hogs, and if the 
presence 
of 
dead 
trichinae and trichina-like bodies is 
included, in 1 out of every 39 hogs. 


Unlike many other infectious dis- 
eases, the severity of 
an attack 
of 
trichinös'.?, depends xipon the number 
of parasites swallowed. 
Large quanti- 
ties of slightly infested pork must bo 
eaten in order to produce appreciable 
effects. 
If severe illness follows the 
eating of a small amount of the meat, 
the pork must have been heavily in- 
fested. 


I 
Another outbreak occurred in wts- 
consin about a year ago in which 21 
cases, resulting in 3 deatl^ developed 
in 5 families. 
Eaiiy In December a 
hog which had been on the farm of 
the first familj' tor three years was 
slaughtered and part 
of the 
meat 
made into sausage. . The 
next 
day 
some of the sausage was fried sOghtbe 
and eaten. 
Two of the members or 
this family died. 
There were etght 
cases in three other families whi<dt 
procured some of the saasage hnmedi- 
ately after it was prepared and ate it 
raw or imperfectly cooked. 
^ 


Sourccs of Infection. 


In about 1,200 American cases of 
trichinosis, the most frequent sources 
of infection reported were raw sau- 
sage, 225 cases; raw ham, 213: raw 
pork (kind of product not specified), 
185. 
The most serious outbreak of 
trichinosis in the United States in the 
number of persons affected was that 
of 
November-December, 
four 
years 
ago in California, in which 58 cases, 
with 1 death, resulted from summer 
sausage made by a farmer and ped- 
dled by him in the neighborhood. 


How to Avoid Trtcirinoflla. 


To avoid trichinosis, no form hi 
pork in the raw state, including dried 
or smoked sausages and hams, should 
be eaten. 
All 
pork 
used 
as 
food 
should be cooked thoroiighly. 
If this 
is done the value or wholesomeness of 
the meat for food purposes is not hn- 
parred by the fact that the parasites 
were present in it. 


Accordfaig to specialists of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, trichinae die 
when subected to a temperature of 
'about 140® P. An products containing 
pork which are prepared to be sold as 
c.ooked 
products 
in 
estabUshments 
operating under Federal meat inspec- 
tion are required to be cooked suf- 
ficiently to insure a temperature high 
enongh to destroy trichinae through- 
out all portions of the meat. Likewise, 
in order to protect consumers who are 
careless or ignorant of the danger of 
raw pork products of kinds prepared 
customarfly to be eaten without cook- 
ing, such as certain kinds of hams, and 
summer sausage, must be manufac- 
tured in accordance 
with 
methods 
which, it has been determined, destroy 
the vitality of any trichinae 
which 
may be present fai the pork. 
It has 
been found by investigations in the 
Bureau of Animal Industry 
that 
if 
pork is subjected to a temperature not 
higher than 5" P. for 20 days, the 
vitality of all trichinae is destroyed. 
This is one method of safeguarding 
pork products that are to bo eaten 
without cooking. 
Other methods fol- 
lowed in establishments operating un- 
der Federal meat inspection consist in 
curing and drying the products ac- 
cording to certain rules which t2»e 
manufacturers are required to follow. 


Although products that are specialty 
prepared for eattog uncooked and bear 
the mark of Federal Inspection, may 
be used with safety, the custom of 
eating raw pork ts not to be encour- 
aged. 
In any case it should b© re- 
membered that fresh pork, or ordinary 
cured pork products are no* safe as 
food unless properly eookod. 


PROFIT IN MUSCADINE GRAPES 


Muscadinc prapes can 
be 
success- 
fully grown wherever cotton thrives, 
and can be grown on almost any, of the 
tillable soils along the Atlantic coast 
froan the James Rrver to Florida and 
trom Plorida along the Gulf coast to 
UBStas, their natural habitat extending 
along the sea well into the mountains. 
X3iey also snceeed akmg the Mississippi 
Risrer as far notrth as 
southeastern 
Missouri and the Tennessee River. 


The best results arc obtained on 
sandy loam soils that are well drained 
and contain a fair amount of fertility 
and organic matter. 


W is important that the snbsofl be 
w ^ drained. 
If Mnscadines are to be 
planted on new land the land should 
b© well prepared and som® annual 
crop r^ulring cultivation 
be 
grown 
on it at least one season. 


OntQ recenOy it was a common be- 
lief that Museadtne. vines could, not be 
pruned without killing them. 
This 
has been shown to be a mfetaJte, but 


there are still persons who advocate 
the growing of vines without pruning. 
The safest plan, according to knowl- 
edge now available, is to follow mod- 
erate pruning. 


In training the vines, two systems 
are employed, (1) the horizontal, or j 
overhead system, by which tbe growth ! 
is spread on an overhead canopy about j 
7 feet above the ground and .supported ! 
by posLs. and (2) the upright, or ver-! 
tical, system, in which the growth is| 
spread over a vertical trellis. 
Both 
have their advajitages. 


Miiscadine 
grapes shatter 
readily 
from the stem. 
When the fruit is in- 
tended for wiiMJries it is harvested by 
jarring the berries from the vines onto 
large canvas sheets. 
Fruit for table 
use should be band picked. 
By care- 
fnl hand picking, the fruit of some 
varieties can be secured in clusters 
and it sells for a higher price upon 
the market. 


One of the purposes of the investi- 
gations now carried on by the depart- 
ment is to develop, through breeding 
work, varieties in whidi the berries 
will 
adhere 
better 
to the cluster. 
Some other aims of the breeding In- 
vestigations are (1) to originate per- 
fect-flowered, self-fertile varieties, to 
eliminate the nei-essity of interplant- 
ing with male vines, and (2) to origt» 
nate varieties having larger cluete« 
and fruit of better quality. 


The Muscadine grapes are very pro- 
ductive, and up to the present time 
remunerative prices have been secured 
for the fruit. 


EUrœURAGIîS STOCK RAISING.

Without this they can liot thrive, with 
tlda, if the land l.s of reasonable fertil- 
ity, well established trees will at least 
make a fair growth. 
If the orchard 
has not yet reached the bearing stage, 
then the trees should be as carefully 
cultivated as is cotton or cabbage or 
potatoes.

What the Hens LOce 


Perhai^ the best way to fia>d out 
what hens like is to ask the hens. 
At 
least that was the plan followed by 
the Missouri Agricultural Experiment 
Station in recent tests In which weigh- 
ed amounts of various 
feeds 
were 
placed before the hens and what they 
left of each kond of feed was weighed 
back so It was possible to teU what 
kinds of feed they had eaten and what 
they had passed by. 
At the same 
Ume a careful record was kept of the 
number of eggs laid hy each hen and 
her changes in weight. 


The test seems to show that the hen 
knows better than many people how 
to select the iood that will help her 
most in laying eggs and keep her in 
the best condition. 
Some old ideas 
with regard to poultry feeding were 
proved sound and some others were 
rfiscreditcd by the hens. 
They ahnost 
all showed a decided preference for 
wheat witipch is very generally used as 
a pcHiltry feed. 
Kaffir stood next in 
popularity, followed by com and com 
meal, but oats and sunflowers were! 
not eaten as much as many people j 
would have expected, probably 
be-1 
cause the hen is not able to digest much 
food containing a high percentage of 
crude 
fiber. 
The hens that did eat 
sunflower seed 
were 
seen 
cracking 
th«ro and eating only the softer por- ^ 
tions 
ineide, 
possibly because 
they 
wanted tp get rid of the crude fiber 
in the shell. 


Bran Ls often used In poultry feed- 
ing but the hens in this test which 
ooHld get other feed almost alwaj's 
chose it instead of 
bran. 
AlCalfa 
leaves wsre tried but not eaten to any 
great exient. 


Animal food of some kind such as 
the Ixeef scrap or sour milk is generally 
regarded ais very necessary for laying 
hens but most of the hens in this test 
did not eat much more beef scrap 
while laying than while not laying. 
Two actually ale more of It when they 
were no' laying. 


Other tests nave shown that the tise 
of eifJier beef scrap or soar milk makes 
the hen.s egg record at least twice as 
good as though shi were fed no ani- 
mal feed whatever, and that sour milk 
Is slightly better than beef scrap for 
this purpose In addition 
to 
being 
cheaper and easier to got on most 
farm.«!,—^H. 1». Kempster,

liOCATION OF T R E E S AND

Trees should be placed where they 
will ghre shade, and yet not Intrude 
upon the landscape-picture.

edges of t^e lot. In the background, or, 
if of suitable size and 
contour, 
at 
either side of the main entrance, are 
ideal locations. 
Shrubs and low ever- 
greens should be used in groups or 
masses only, in front of the founda- 
tions, in angles of buildings, or in cor- 
ners of the yard. 
The place for flow- 
ers is in frtmt of or mingled with the 
shrubbery, or as borders to walks, 
newer in beds cut out of the lawn. The 
kinds or varieties of planting-material

Tlbese are 
general 
rules It will be found safe to follow, in 
full assurance that the results will be 
pleasing and in good taste.

Feeding Dairy Cows 
For Best Production 


Different cows have different capa- 
cities for converting feed into milk. 
No man who has not a full apprecia- 
tion of the wide variation in individual 
cows will be fully successful as a 
feeder. 
Rome cows may have natural 
capacity for producing large quantities 
of milk, and may not receive feed 
enough for maximum production. 
By 
increasing 
the 
feed 
of 
the highest 
producing cows and carefully consult- 
ing the milk sheets on which each 
cow's daily production is recorded, the 
skinful 
feeder will 
soon 
find 
that 
some cows in the herd will respond 
to the increased allowance and return 
a good profit on the additional feed 
given. 
On the other hand, there are 
cows that have a limited capacity for 
milk production and are very liable 
to be overfed. 
By carefully studying 
cach individual cow the feeder will 
soon ascertain the point beyond which 
any addition to the grain ration be- 
comes unprofitable. 


All animals require plenty of good, 
pure water. 
This Is especially true of 
the milking cow, as water constitutes 
more than three-fourths of the total 
volume of milk. 
The water supply, 
therefore, 
demands 
the 
dairyman's 
most careful attention. 
Stale or im- 
pure water is distasteful to the cow 
and she will not drink enough for 
maximum 
milk 
production. 
Such 
water may also carry disease germs 
which might make the milk unsafe 
for human consumption or be dan- 
gerous to the cow herself. 


A FUMIGATING BIN HANDY ON THE FARM 


TO FATOEN CBCKJKENS. 


It is Just as Important to fatten 
chickens sent to the market as it is to 
fatten hogs or beef cattle. 
In fact, 
when the chicken comes from the 
range it is In the proper condition to 
put on economical gains. 
Stndents in 
the poultry department of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri found in recent tests 
that chtekens will gain about 2S per 
cent in 12 to 14 days' feedln«. 
That 
this gain Is economical waa shown by 
the fact that the grain required to' put 
on a pound of gain was a p p r o x i m a t e 
three and one-half pounds. 


TTPK NOT AUi. 


The type of the breeder has mor« 
to do with egg production than the 
type of the hen. 
In other words, 
breeder type counts for more 
than 
breed type.

A simple form of fumigating house 
may be made of 
2x4 
spruce, 
over 
which any cheap 
boarding may 
be 
used, provided it is free from knots 
and tongued and grooved so that the 
boards may be tightly fitted together. 
Shiplap ^is not desirable. 
The buUding 
is rendered air-tight by tarred paper 
and laths, or better still, by a lining of 
rubber roofing. 
Great care is neces- 
sary in constructing the door and win- 
dows. 
These should be at least three 
layers of board thick and should fit 
into the frames very tightly. It should 
be possible to open the window as well 
as the door from the outside so that 
the building may be quickly aired 
after being used for fumigating pur- 
poses. 


A more permanent 
structure 
and 
one adapted to a wider range of uses 
may be made of concrete. 
It Is l)est 
to equip such a cellar with ventilators 
sp that it may be used for the storage 
ot fruits and vegetables. 
These ven- 
tilators should, of course, be so ar- 
ranged that they may be tightly closed 
when it is desired to use the cellar 
for fumigation. 
The most 
popular 
size of the average farm is a cellar 10 
by 14 feet, inside measurements, with 
a self-supporting arched roof 5 feet 
above the floor at the sides and 7 feet 
8 Inches in the center. All of the side 
walls are 8 hiches thick, therefore dig 
the hole 11 feet 4 Inches by 15 feet 4 
Inches and to tlw depth desired, us- 
ually 5 feet, at one end cut out the earth 
to a width of 4 feet 4 Inches and slope 
it upward for seven concrete 
steps 
with a rise of 8 inches and a tread of 
10 Inches, and for a thickness of 4 
inches of concrete back of the steps 
pr<H>er, arrange for an 18-Inch landing 
at the bottom of the stair. 
Make the 
side wall forms of 1-inch siding on 


I 2x4 inch upri^ts, spaced 2 feet 
As 
the concrete floor will be 4 inches 
thick, set up the forms on 4-inch con- 
crete bricks. 
Above ground level use 
outside forms similar to the Inside. At 
the entrance end to provide for

doorway, 
set 
between 
the forms a 
frame of 2- by 8-inch stuff. 2 by 7 feet 
in the clear.

London, Feb. 1.—(Crfrrespondence 
of the Associated Press.)—^The British 
courts have decided that the govern- 
ment has no right to deport to Russia 
or France, citizens of those countries 
who have refuged here. An order of 
deportation may be Issued against any 
alien, but the order must not specify 
the country to which the deported 
alien must go. 


The decision completely nullifies the 
widely proposed deportation of all 
allied iUens for military service in 
their own countries. 


The test case discussed by the courts 
was that 
of the 
Duke 
de Chateau 
Thierry, a French subject of military 
age, resident in England prior to the 
war, against whom the British govern- 
ment made an order of deportation to 
France at the request of the French 
government. No offense or misconduct 
was alleged against the duke, but the 
home secretary claimed the right to da- 
port him under certain war leslslatlon 
which authorised him to deport aliens,

Uncle Sam, today, i.s the most widely 
talked of and caricatured individual in 
the world. 


"Uncle Sam's navy" is 
mentioned 
more than the "navy of the 
United 
States" through constant usage of the 
popular national nickname for the last 
century. 


The first time the United States was 
nicknamed "Uncle Sam" was in 1812, 
during the war with England. 


The story connected with its orgin 
i.s that some one asked what the let- 
ters "U. S.," marked in an address on 
casks and barrels, meant. 
A bystand- 
er's jocular answer was, "Uncle Sam," 
referring to Samuel Wilson, a resident 
of Troy. N. Y., to whom the 
barrels 
were addres.sed and who was 
called 
"Uncle Sam." 


The nickname was taken up by the 
newspapers and the people took to it 
immediately. 
By 1817 its popularity 
was well established. 


The flnst recorded cartoon of Uncle 
Sam, and perhaps the earliest, c a m e 
out in Punch, the London humorous i 
weekly, in 1844. 
The English called | 
him 
"Brother 
J o n a t h a n " 
then, 
al- i 
though they recognized the American j 
name later. 


The cartoon was entitled "Yankee ; 
Doo" and showed his high hat and I 
coattails, although the familiar whis- ; 
kers, striped trousers and starred ve.st 
had not yet appeared. 
Beneath the , 
cartoon was this verse: 
"To lengthen life a hint we get 


Direct f r o m the United States; 
'Tis 
said 
that 
even 
'Nature's 
debt 
America repudiates.' " 
The first American cartoon of Uncle 


Sam was Bellew's, published in 
the 
New York Lantern of March 13, 1852. 
It showed Uncle Sam without the whis- 
kers, but with striped trousers. 


Thomas Nast, in Harper's Weekly, it 
is believed, was the first cartoonist to 
draw Uncle Sam with whiskers and 
starred vest, besides striped 
trousers 
i and high 
collar. 
Since 
then 
Uncle 
' Sam has changed very little in carica- 
ture.

Simple Way for Poultry 
Owners to Profit is 
Pointed Out. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—Early 
hatching is the secret of winter egg 
production, 
say 
specialists 
In 
the 
United States department of agrlcult- j 
ure. 
The pullet t h a t is hatched early j 
matures early and is ready to lay eggs 
in the fall, when the supply is scarcest | 
and prices highest. 
Chickens that are ! 
expected to be revenue producers for . 
their owners later in tl)e year should | 
be out of their shells by April 30 at 
the latest. 
If they are properly cared 
for thereafter they will begin to lay 
eggs at the very time t h a t eggs are 
most wanted- 


To a great extent the poultrymen of 
the country have overlooked this sim- 
ple fact. 
For one thing, birds hatched 
later in the spring or s u m m e r are not 
inclined to become broody until late 
the following season and thus a n un- 
profitable circle is formed. 
E a c h year 


pullets mature too late to produce in 
the fall and winter, and they sit too 
late for their offspring to do any bet- 
ter. 
The poultryman who wishes to 
get really good returns f r o m his flock 
must break this circle. 


The growing use of incubatoi-s has 
made this comparatively easier. There 
is no reason why incubators 
should 
not be filled In March and early April 
and the hatching 
over before May 1. 
If no incubator is available it may be 
possible to secure broody hens in the 
neighborhood. 
That they will repay 
the trouble and expense necessary to 
obtain them, is Indicated by results 
at the government poultry f a r m 
In 
Maryland. 
There it is not unusual to 
get a daily average of one egg for 
every five hens throughout the fall 
and 
winter, 
and 
in some 
pens 
the 
average has been as high as one egg 
for three birds. 
If anything like this 
percentage 
could 
be 
obtained 
on 
farms, the 
ordinary 
poultry 
f a r m e r 
would 
derive 
real 
benefit from 
the 
high 
prices 
which 
eggs 
invariably 
bring for a period of several months.

Bill to Extend Scope of Mu- 


tual Insurance is Passed 


by Senate. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 15.—After 


protracted 
debate the senate this 


morning killed house bill 168, said to 
have beonintendcd as an attack on the 
high cost ot living. The bill was to 
require the sale of all food stuffs and 
commodities by weight rather than by 
measure. 


The bill passed tho house by a sub- 


stantial majority but objection was 
raised to it in the sonata because of 
the alleged inconvenien It would im- 
pose upon farmers and original pro- 
ducers. An attempt to amend it to 
meet this objection failed and on roll 
call the vote was 20 ayes and 24 noes. 


Speaking in support of the bill. Sen- 


ator McKinley said the reports of the 
state food and drug department, which 
it was added favored the measure, 
showed that of 119,804 measures ex- 
amined in the state last year 30.9 per 
cent were not up to the standard and 
fraudulent in some particular. 


Insurance Bill Fosses. 


The Myers house bill to extend the 


scope of mutual insurance companies 
to include automobiles, gasoline en- 
gines, tractors and other implements 
that have come into use since 1881, 
the date of the original insurance act, 
was passed by the senate by unanimous 
vote.

Arrests of the defendants outside of 


Indianapolis are not expected to begin 
before next week, it was intimated at 
the. marshal's office.

New Vote Fraud Indictments. 


Return of indictments by the federal grand jury at Indianapolis 


against something like one hundred and fifty leaders and workers 
among the republicans and tho democrats in fonr Indiana cities charg- 
ing violation of the election laws in 1914 and 1916, raises the question 
of the efficacy of the lesson taught as a result of the Terre Haute con- 
victions. Did the conviction and imprisonment of nearly half a hun- 
dred Terre Haute political gangsters mean anything to others dis- 
posed to similar crookedness elsewhere in Indiana? Perhaps not. Tho 
result of the grand jury inquisition just completed would indicate as 
much. 


Until arrests are made and the cases come to trial it will be im- 


possible to ascertain the precise character of the new charges made or 
the foundation of evidence on which they rest. It is known in a gen- 
eral way that the cases are in many respects similar to those at Terre 
Haute, and that the charges involve politicians of more or less prom- 
inence at Indianapolis, Gary, Evansville and Frankfort. That there 
will become surprises when the identity of the men and the details of 
the charges are given to the public is hardly to be doubted. In a list 
so large it is more than probable that men of rather high standing and 
of at least local prominence will be found to be involved. The ex- 
plosion now being awaited has all the earmarks of a genuine political 
sensation that will shako up a good portion of the state. 


The federal grand jury has taken time enough in its investigation 


to be thorough. It has been in session a good portion of the time since 
its work was begun on November 18 last, and it is believed that the 
greater portion of its attention has been devoted to an inquiry into the 
alleged election crookedness in the four cities named. There has been 
plenty of covert charges of rottenness and unlimited suspicion that 
vote frauds had been perpetrated, but there has been a singular ab- 
sence of detailed specification as to their character and as to the men 
who are presumed to have had a part in it. What tho grand jury has 
to say in the matter will be awaited with the keenest expectancy in 
every part of the state.

Reminiscence 


Dispatches describing the departure of Count von Bernstorff, for- 


ner German ambassador at Washington, from American shores on 
Wednesday afternoon have noted fully the touching scenes that 
marked it,ihe expressions of personal goodwill to the diplomat and 
Ms appreciation of the courtesies shown and the friendships formed 
'luring the count's eight years of service in Washington. The diplo- 
mat has been a good sport, as well. Skilled and schooled in the finesse 
of diplomacy, he has occupied a most exacting position during the 
past two and one-half years. Personally very likeable and popular, 
Count von Bernstorff has conducted the delicate affairs of his posi- 
tion in a manner that, while loyal to his own government, has given 
the minimum of offense to those who differed from it, and it is worth 
while noting, too, that no tangible evidence was ever produced to 
lubstantiate. occasional rumors involving supposed over-stepping of 
Hiplomatie proprieties. It is hardly probable, considering diplomatic 
custom, that Count von Bernstorff will be the man selected by Ger- 
many to return to Washington when international affairs resume their 
normal state, yet it is doubtful if Berlin could send another who 
would he so cordially welcomed as he. 


The vigorous campaign that has been waged during the past few 


weeks, largely by citizens of the South side, for a law which will en- 
nble the city to force the opening of Clinton street with a separation 
of grades at the tracks of the Pennsylvania and the Wabash rail- 
roads is beginning to bear fruit. The Indiana house has passed the bill 
to that end introduced by Kepresentative Clapp and the measure will 
now go to the senate for action. The South side citizens maintain that 
there is no disposition to occasion hardships or burden for the railroad 
companies by ill-timed insistence on the opening of Clinton street 
which has been talked for many years. They do contend, however 
with convincing show of reason, that the power of the city to enforce 
in a spirit of justice to all concerned any improvement imperative for 
public good and public safety should be unquestioned.

Albany several years ago— which is 
still not recognized by the average citi- 
zen. Wo refer to tho peril of death 
from the exhaust gases of an automo- 
bile in a closed garage. 


Incomplete combustion of gasoline 


Is attended by the presence of poison- 
ous carbon monoxide, In the exhaust. 
Carbon monoxide Is not dangerous 
when It does not exceed one-twentieth 
of one per cent, of the content of the 
mlr. When It amounts to one-tenth of 
one per cent It Is unsafe. At one-fifth 
of ono per cent It Is dangerous, and 
•when It exceeds one-fifth per cent. It 
quickly produces death. The danger- 
ous symptoms appear almost without 
warning. A person thus overcome has 
only a slight chance of saving himself, 
since vertigo or extreme dizziness Is 
the first sign of danger and Is followed 
almost at once by loss of conscious- 
ness. If the engine continues running 
the person thus overcome has no 
chance of recovery. 


Many parsons who work around au- 


tomobiles have left an occasional spell 
of weakness as (he result of Inhaling 
gas. The danger la not great In the 
open air or in a large garage. But in 
•mall private garages, where the en- 
gine Is often started and allowed to 
run In order to see If It la working 
•well, or perhaps to warm up the room, 
there Is extreme peril. 


The first thing to do Is to get out In 


the fresh air. Hot stimulants and ex- 
ternal applications of heat will assist 
In recovery, but a physician should be 
sent for without delay. Something Im- 
portant to remember Is that, even In 
case of apparent recovery from carbon 
monoxide poisoning, serious degenera- 
tive changes in the brain may follow 
the inhaling of the gas.

The letters are graphically 
descriptive and describe the war from 
first hand, as no reporter could possibly 
seeit The writer is Arthur G. Empey, 
a Brooklyn boy, formerly a sergeant 
major in the United States calavry, .who 
entered the war as a private in the i6yth 
brigade machine gun company, 56th' di- 
vision, third army corps of the British 
expeditionary force. The letters are ad- 
dressed to his friend Jim, who has been 
on the border with the militia. Other 
letters will be published as they are re- 
ceived.

In a Captured German Trench "Some- 


where in France" 


Dear Jim: 


Rereived your cheery letter 0. K., but 


you'll have to pardon delay in answer- 
ing. I've been very busy for a week, 
and not very cheerful. 


Jim, I'm writing this letter in a 


TREXOHFUL OF DEAD! And I've been 
here digging and fighting, nearly .1 week! 


Week before last our general got it 


into his head our line needed straighten- 
ing. Some "straightening" it was, too, 
believe me! 


Our tranches were made a sort of U- 


shapcd curve around a Ucrnmn salient, 
and from their salient the Germans had 
been peppering us at will. 


Then the order acme through to go 


over the top and occupy Fritz's trench. 
Good news to us, because Fritz was get- 
ting insulting. 


We began by'dumping shells into the 


Icniser's front yard, and kept it up fur 
thirty hours. Then our boys went over 
with the bayonet, nnd took possession. 


From a distance that trench had seem- 


ed a most desirable habitation, but say, 
when we took it orer, all enchantment 
faded. 


I never saw guch « mess in my life. 


Bunches of twisted barbed wire lying 
about, shell holes everywhere, trench all 
mashed in, and bodies! why that ditch 
was full of them! Some w'erc mangled 
horribly from our shell fire and others 
wcro partly buried in mud from tho 
caving in of the trench walls under the 
shellfire. 


One dead German was lying on his 


back, with a butt of a rifle sticking 
straight up in the air, its bayonet buried 
to the hilt in lu's chest! 


At one point, ju»t in tho entrance to 


a communication trench, was a stretcher. 
On this a German was lying with a white 
bandage around his knee. Near'to him 
lay one of the rtretcher bearers, the red 
cross on his nnn corered with mud and 
his helmet filled with blood and brains. 


Close by, sitting up against the wall 


of tho trench, with his head resting on 
his chest, wag the other stretcher bear- 
er. He seemed to be alive, the posture 
was ro natural and easy, but when I 
got closer, I could SPO a large, jaracrl 
hold in his temple: THE THREE MUST 
..-WE BaiiN KILLED BY THIS SAME 
SHELL. 


Tommy, after taking a trench, learns 


to his sorrow that the hardest part of 
the work is to hold it. 


The German artillery and machine 


guns had us taped (ranged) for fair, it 
was worth your life to expose yourself 
an instant. We were clicking casualties 
so fast, that you needed an adding ma- 
chine to keep track of them. 


Did you ever see one of the steam 


shovels at work on the Panama canal? 
Well, that shovel would look like a hen 
scratching alongside of a Tommy dig- 
ging in under fire! You couldn't see 
daylight through the clouds of dirt from 
his shovel. 
- 


After losing three out of six men, our 


crew managed to set up the machine 
gun. One of the legs of the tripod was 
resting on tho chest of a half-buried 
body. WHEN THE GUN WAS FIR- 
ING, THE VIBRATION GAVE THE 
IMPRESSION THAT THE BODY WAS 
BREATHING! 


Three or four feet down the trench, 


about thirty inches from the ground, a 
foot was protruding from tho earth. We 
knew it was" a German by the black 
leather boot. 


You know Pete Walling, the fellow 


Vftf enlisted with mo in London. Well, 
he used that foot to hang extra bando- 
liers of ammunition on! 


The Germans made three counter at- 


tacks, which we repulsed, with heavy 
loss on both sides. THE GROUND WAS 
SPOTTED WITH DEAD AND DYING. 
FRITZ WAS A BRAVE SOLDIER, NO 
ONE CAN DENY THAT. 


Jim, we've lived, eaten and slept in 


that trench with the unburied for five 
days! It was awful to watch their faces 
become swollen and discolored. 


What got on my nerves most was 


that, foot, sticking out of the dirt. It 
seemed to me, at night, in the moon- 
light, to bo trying to twist 
around. 


Sometimes this 
impression was 
so 


strong that I went over and took hold 
of it with both hands just to see if I 
could feel a movement. 


I told Pete about this yesterday just 


before I laid down for a little nap, as 
things were quiet and I needed a rest 
pretty badly. When I woke up the foot 
was gone. Pete had cut it off with our 
chain saw out of the spart parts box. 
He'd plastered the stump over with 
mnd! 


I think the worst thing of all though 


ia to watch the rats at night, playing 
about among the dead. 


Near our gun, right across the para- 


pet, I can see the body of a German 
lieutenant, his head and arms hanging 
into our trench. Pete for days has been 
carrying on a 
one-sided conversation 


with this officorl 
Been 
sitting and 


arguing why Germany was in the wrong! 
During all this monologue, I never heard 
him say anything out of the way. Not 
a thing that would hurt that officer's 
feelings. 


Jim, 
to civilians this must seem 


dreadful, but out here one gets so used,, 
to awful sights. In passing a butcher 
shop, you're not shocked by seeing a 
dead turkey on. a hook. Well, hero in 
France, a dead body gives the same im- 
pression. 


Jim. if it is not too much trouble, 


send out some more tobacco and papers, 
my stork is getting pretty low. 


I am sending this letter in a. green 


envelope so Johnny Bull's censor won't 
get wise and delete about three-quar- 
ters of it. 


Well, bye bye, old scout, it's mo for

it would be possible for the Germans 
to establish such a base under present 
conditions. 


Germany is supposed to have close 


to 100 Zeppelins in commission or 
about to be placed in commission. She 
has lost about 30, brought down by 
the allies' aeroplanes and anti-aircraft 
guns. 


While the contingency of a Zep- 


pelin raid is remote, the damage that 
could be done by even a single raid, is 
enormous. A single bomb falling on 
one of the la.rge buildings of the down 
town section of the city would kill 
thousands, besides doing an immense 
amount of property damage.

Naval Consulting Board is 


to Take Up Problem 


Shortly. 


New York, Feb. 15.—In an effort to 


increase the efficiency ana life of guns 
constructed for the United States gov- 
ernment, members of the naval con- 
sulting board will, during; the next tiro 
weeks, meet with the American Insti- 
tute of Mining Engineers for discussion 
of an Important phase of this subject. 
The meeting will be in connection with 
the 114th convention of the institute 
to be held In New York during the 
week of February 19 and officers of 
the army and navy, and government 
representatives and other experts will 
be in attendance. 


The special subject to be discussed 


deals with the erision of guril, or the 
hardening of the inner surface of the 
gun tube, a problem which is at pres- 
ent seriously engaging the attention 
of many of the country's leading sci- 
entists. The discussion will be opened 
with a paper by Dr. Henry Fay, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
which paper was prepared from a 
series of tests of metals made at the 
\Vatertown arsenal, and -which is one 
of the technical papers at the forth- 
coming convention. 


A committee of the navy consulting 


board, headed by Dr. Hudson Maxim, 
will be present at the mining engin- 
eers' session and discuss the subject, 
after which the committee will hold a 
meeting with technical experts in the 
rooms of the American Institute of 
Mining Engineers. 


The entire naval consulting board 


has been invited to attend the meet- 
ing of the institute and about five hun- 
dred mining engineers from all parts 
of the country will be present.

San Francisco, Feb. 15.—In thu first 
state report of its kind ever issued in 
America, the official legislative com- 
mission of California favors legislation 
for compulsory health Insurance. It 
concludes that "through its beneficial 
effect upon two-thirds of the popula- 
tion, health insurance would mean a 
tremendous gain in public health. 
Health insurance of wage earners 
would mean a tremendous step forward 
in social progress." 


This pioneer report, just out, sr 


extensively into the individual, 'social 
and industrial conditions that are re- 
sponsible for the rapidly growing 
health Insurance movement in this 
country. It finds that the wages of the 
majority of the workers are not suf- 
ficient to protect them from the hazard 
of sickness, and that "loss of earnings 
due to illness reduces more waso earn- 
ing families to destitution than any 
other cause." And it reaches tho "in- 
evitable" conclusion that health insur- 
ance should be established under a. uni- 
versal plan wherein the employer, the 
employee and the state become partnrs 
in providing relief to working men and 
women of small means who face dis- 
tress and poverty because of sickness. 


The commission was created by the 


California legislature to inquire into 
the desirability of health insurance as 
a state policy. As the result of its in- 
vestigation the commission has unani- 
mously concluded that health insur- 
ance meets a pressing need; that it pro- 
tects the workers wfio most need It, 
stimulates better conditions in industry, 
and, by preventing destitution and Im- 
proving public health, works to the ad- 
vantage of the state. To bo effective, 
the report insists, health Insurance 
must be compulsory, and private com- 
panies, operating for profit, must not 
be allowed to participate. 


While the report questions certain 


administrative details suggested in the 
standard bill for Universal health In- 
surance now before many state- legis- 
latures, nevertheless it calls attention 
to tha successful experience of Euro- 
pean countries with health insurance 
laws operating under similar provisions, 
for local mutual administration of 
medical and cash benefits. "The most 
important and progressive 
foreign 


countries," tho report states, ".also 
possess tho most comprehensive socia 
insurance system." 


In the many states where health in- 


j surance bills are now pending this re- 


port Is being commented upon »a set- 
ting a fa.vorable precedent and giving 
new impetus to the movement through- 
out the country.

Gentlemen — A claim has been 
filed 
against the City by Walter Lochner on 
account of damages sustained by him on 
the 1st day of December, 1915. at about 
11:40 o'clock p. m. on said day, which 
occurred while he was riding a bicycle 
upon and along Maumee Avenue in the 
City of Fort Wayne. He claims that a 
telephone or telegraph pole was lying 
across Maumee Avenue at a point where 
the same intersects with Fletcher Avenue:

There are about one hundred and 
ifty men in the gallery and there arm 
centainly not more than four OT fir* 
who have had these so-called stock-ticker 
connections. 
The firm represented by 


Mr. Messenger; of the Star, was repre- 
sented before him by Robert Wynne, ex- 
postmaster general under Roosevelt and 
later consul general to 
London. Tho 


work was carried for years, as a "aid* 
Une" by Wynne and given up when h* 
became wealthy enough not to need th* 
money any more. The connection held 
by Mr. Price who for years' has cov- 
ered the white house for the "Wfashing- 
ton Star, was not generally known to 
other correspondents or to the standing 
committee. 


One of tho rules of the gallery requires 


that candidates for admission for itf 
privileges sign a statement that their 
principal business is furnishing mewl to 
daily papers and that while, members 
of the gallery corps they will not un- 
dertake any other business, and partic- 
ularly that they will not become inter* 
estcd in any legislation pending befor* 
congress. This is to prevent the em- 
ployment of newspaper correspondents 
as lobbyists. Their access to the lobby 
and the gallery and their fanulisrity 
with legislation and acquaintance with 
public men would be useful in lobby 
work, and congress insists upon main- 
taining a high standard of morality for 
the men who report its doings. 


This is as it should be, more particu- 


larly since congress does not insist up- 
on the same high standard of morality 
for its members. Three out of nr* con- 
gressmen arc connected with some lair 
firm at home or even in Washington, and 
many of them do become interested is 
pemfing legislation through fees to th« 
law firm.

British Courts Have Just 


Rendered Important 


Decision. 


London, Feb. 
1.—-(Correspondence 


of the Associated. Press.)—The British 
courts have decided that tho govern- 
ment has no right to deport to Russia 
or France, citizens of those countries 
who have refuged here. An order of 
deportation may be issued against any 
alien, but the order must not specify 
the country to which the deported 
alien must go. 


The decision completely nullifies the 


widely proposed deportation of all 
allied aliens for military service in 
their own countries. 


The test ease discussed by the courts 


was that of the 
Duke de Chateau 


Thierry, a French subject of military 
age, resident In England prior to tho 
war, against whom the British govern- 
ment made an order of deportation to 
France at the request of the French 
government. No offense or misconduct 
was alleged against tho duke, but the 
home secretary claimed the right to de- 
port him tinder certain war legislation 
which authorized htm to deport aliens, 
while the war continues, "whenever 
•uch deportation ia incidental to the
